McCarthyite March Protests Violence

Tlie cnndlc*lU mairh 
could he the forerunner of a 
march away from the Dem- 
ocratic Parly and lU new 
presidential candidate* Hu- 
bert H/lIumphrcy. 

■ “WeVe not walking out— 
yet/' said Paul O'Dwyer, 
"New York senatorial candl- 
" dale. 

^ The proiesting delegates 
were principally from New 
York, California and the 
District of Columbia.

i The dclcgnlc.s* protest 
•milrch started almost by ac- 
cident. After the adjourn* 
'ment of last nfghl‘s session, 
many McCarthy delegates 
and alternates mei In caucus 
at the International Amphi- 
theatre. A scattering of sup- 
porters of Sen. George S. 
’ McCrovarn also came. 



Many of them had left the 
convention floor earlier lo 
watch telecasts of the po- 
ll ce-hlpple encounters at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel. By the 
time they reached the cau- 
cus, they were Obviously In- 
censed. 

There were bitter denun- 
ciaiions of Daley and the 
Chicago police. There al.so 
was ro sentmonl over Uio 
convention's adoption of a 
hawkish plank Pn Vietnam. 
They also were bitter be- 
cause of Humphrey’s vic- 
tory over McCairthy earlier 
in the night 

The caucus decided to 
maixh the six miles from 
the Amphllhcatre to the 
Cx)nrad Hilton to protest 
"police hru lalliy and a war- 
.mongerlng platform." 

Leaden* decided the 
march would take loo long. 
Instead, it was decided to 
but the group to a rallying 
point near the Conrad Hil- 
ton, convention headquar- 
twti hotel They (hen coUld 
march to the hotel, which 
still was ringed wUh troops 
and police. 

When the marchers 
stepped off at 3:10 a.m.,

They softly sang freedom 
soma, particularly "We 
Shall Overcome." Folk 
singer Thco Bikel. a New 
York delegate, led a Sortg 
that began: "Tell Bichard 
Daley that he will be re- 
moved , . 

The marchers took up the 
song with gusto. 

A delegation of hippies 
greeted the convention 
marchers north of the Con- 
rad Hilton and thanked 
them for their support.
